Tel me then , if Chriſt be the 
Sonne of God omniporent, how 
happened it, that he was not de- 
hucred by his Father , out of the 
hands of Pilare ? Or rather if the 
ſame Chriſt be God , wherfore 
did he nor dcliuer him ſclfe? 

M. Chriſt could if he would, 
haue deliuered him fſelſe, by a 
thowland meanes , our of the 
hands of Pilare..

M. For manie reaſons . Bur the 
principal reafon was, to fatisfie 
vnto God for our finnes. For you 
haue ro know that the offence 
is meaſured according ro'the di- 
gnitie of him who is offended: & 
coutraricwilc the fatisfaQtion- is 
Ws meaſu= 
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meaſured according to the digni- 
tic of him who doth fartisfic : as 
for exaple if a ſcruat should geue 
his Prince a blow, ir should be 
eſteemed a moſt grecuousoftence 
according to the greatnes of the 
Prince : but if a Prince $should 
geue his ſ{eruant a blow , it 
werea {male marter, according 
to the bale cſtate of the {cruanr. 
And corrariwile, if a {cruit take 
of his cappe vnto his Prince, it 
is bat litle cſtecmed , bur if the 
Prince should rake of his, vnto 
his {eruant it wold be a notable 
fauour, according ro the rule we 
{pcake of . Now becaulc the firſt 
man, & with him al we haue of- 
fended God, who is of (o infinite 
dignitie, the offence did require 
infoir fatisfaRion : and becaule 
there was ncither man nor Angel 
of ſo great dignitie, therfore the 
Soanc of God came , who being 
God 
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Go! & of infnir dignitie , & ha- 
uing taken mortal flesh, in the 
lame flesh he ſubmitted him ſelfe 
for the. honour of God ro the 
death of the Croſle, & to latisficd 
with his paines for our faulrs. 

S. V Vhar other cawle is there, for 
which Chriſt would ſuffer fo bir- 
rer 2 death? 

M. To teach vs by his example, 
theverrues, of Patience, Humi- 
litie , Obedience & of Charirie : 
which are foure verrues ſignified 
m the foure extreme parts of the 
Croſle : becauſe greater patience 
can not be found , then ro ſuffer 
vniuſtly ſo ignominious a death: 
nor greater humihitie , rhen for

theenes: nor greater obedience , 


then ro be wilting rather to die , 
then nor to fulfil the commande- 


ment of his Father: nor |

in doing. And ſo Chriſt , who 
would not only beſtow vpon vs 
infinite benefices , bur ſuffer alſo, 
and die for vs, hath shewed,thar 
he loucth vs moſt ardently. 

S. Seing Chriſt is God and man, 
as you faicd before , & it ſemeth 
that God can not ſuffer , nor die, 
how do we then lay , that he ſuf- 
fered and dicd? 

M. Chriſt being God & man,can 
ſuffer & nor luftcr, dic & not die. , 
For in that he is God , he could 
neirher ſuffer nor dic ; but as 
he is man , he could both ſuffer:

S. I know nor tor what cauſe 
the law of God hath commanded 
the childre thatthey should helpe 
their father and mother, and to 
allſt chem, and hath nor alſo co- 
manded the fathers & mothers, 
that they should helpe & ſuccour 
their children, eſpecially whiles 
they are litle , and haue neede 
of helpe. 

M. Truly the bond is reciprocal, 
andal one, berwixt the parents 
and the children, For eucn as the 
Childre ate bound to help, ro re- 
uerece, & to obey rhcir parcnts: 
ſo the parents are bond to prouid 
for the children, not only mear 
& clothes , but alſo that they be 
taught 


; 
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caught and inſtructed . Burt the 
law of parents towardes their 
children , is fo natural & ordina- 
ric, that there is no nede of anic 
other written law,to put parents 
in mind of their bond rowards 
their children . Bur contrariwile 
itis often (cence, that children are 
not an{werable in loue towards 
their parents . And therfore ir 
was neccllarie to admonish them 
by this commandement, of their 
dutic. Neicher is God contented 
with a bare commandementr, 
but hath adioyncd a promiſe and 
a threatning ro make them ob- 
{cruec 1t. 

S. I would gladly know what 
promiſe, and threatning that is. 
M. Vnto this fourth comman- 
demert God adioyneth thele wor- 
des; that thou maiſt liue long , 
vpon the carth . Meaning that 
thoſe who honour theuwr father

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& mother , shal haue for reward 
ro liuc long: & thote who do nor 
honour them, shal haue amongſt 
orher punishinents, this particu- 
lar, not to live long .

M. Becauſe in the renne coman- 
dements which are lawes of Iu- 
ſtice, thole ſinnes are principally 
forbid by which iniuſtice 1s 
more manifeſtly committed; of 
which forte is adulterice . But be- 

F fides thisal other forres of carnal &. ug

fas with a virgin: fornication 
which is to Fd with a wo- 
man corrupred and fingle, as a 
widow or a harlot : & other ſor- 
tes of ſinnes more abominable , 
which ought not ſo much as to 
be named amongſt Chriſtians, 


H s S. Al- 
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S. Albeir I do belcue that al is 
true, which you haue ſaid, yet 
I would be glad ro vnderſtand , 
wherupon ir is grounded, that 
fornication is a {inne: for that he 
{cemeth not to do anic harme or 
intiurcie vnto anic,, that commit- 
reth ſimple fornication, 

M. Ir 1s grounded in al lawes: 
in the lawe of nature , in the 
written lawe , and in the lawe 
of grace. In the lawe of nature ir 
is found , that rhe Patriarch Iu- 
das would haue put to death a 
woman called Thamar , who 
had bene his ſonnes vvife, and 
being now widow was found 
with child, Wherby it appeareth 
that in that time, before the Law 
of Moyles was geuen , by the 
inſtinct of nature, mcn did know 
that fornication was line. Atter 
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is forbidden in manic places, 
And 
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And in the epiſtles of S. Paul, we «Cr. 
reade manie times that fornica- = F* 
tors shal nor enter into the glo- ke 
ric of hcauen. Neither 1s 1t true , .,, Heb. 
thar fornication \doth no hurt 2. 
nor iniuric to anie. For it hur- 

tcth the fame woman , who 
hereby loſeth her fame : it hur- 

reth the child which is borne a 
baſtard: it doth iniurie to Chriſt, 

for we being al mebers of Chriſt, 

he that comitteth fornication , ,_ - 
maketh the member of Chrilt, ;4,4- 
the member of an harlot. Final- 

Iy he doth iniurie to the Holie 
Choſt, for that our bodies are | 
the temple of the Holie Ghoſt, 
and ſo. he that dchleth his bodie 
with fornication , dehleth the 
temple of the Holie Ghoſt, 

S. Doth this fixt commidement 
forbid anic other thing ,. beſides 
thele Kindes of finne, which you 
hauc named? 


M. It 
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M. It forbiddeth allo al other 
dishoneſtics, which arc as allure. 
ments to adultrie,or fornication: 
as laſciuious lookes , vnchaſte 
Killings, and the like. And fo our 
Lord taught vs in the holic Gol(- 
pel, where declaring this fixt 
"5, Commandement he faith : VVho 
ſocuer shal (ce a woman to luſt 
after her, hath already commit- 
red aduoutric with her in his 
hart. And therfore itis neceſlaric 
to thoſe that wil flic from ſuch 
finnes, to haue great care of their 
outward ſcnſcs, and eſpecially 
of their eyes, Which are as dores 
wherby dcath of the ſoule en- 
rreth.

M. It containcth the prohibiti- 
on of

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on of theft, thatis, to take the 
goodes of an other again(t the 
Wil of the owner. And lo in righr 
order, thetr is forbidden , "Fer 
murder and adultcrie . For that 
amongſt temporal , or worldlie 
things next to lite, honour ( or 
honcſtie) is eſteemed & then th ec 
goodes or riches of this world, 
S. How manic wayes 1s this ſe- 
nenth commandement broken? 
M. Two wayes principally , to 
which al others are reduced. The 
firſt way is by taking an others 
goods ſecretly; & this is properly 
called theft, The fecond princi- 
pal way is by taking an others ' 
_ _— & by force, as ro- 

ers do by the high way : & this 
1s called roberie. And albeit the 
comandemet of God ſpcaketh of 
the firſt, ſaying : Thou $haltnot 
ſtcale , yet it is vnderſtood alſo of 
the ſecond : for he that forbid- 
deth 
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deth the lefle cuil , without dour 
forbidcth alſo rhe greater. 

S. What be the ftnnes which 
arercduced ro thcit and roberic, 
and are forbid by this comman- 
dement ? 

M. They arc theſe. Firſt al rhe 
fraudes and deceipts which are 
vied in bying ard felling, and

other like bare avncs. And theſe 


* are reduced to theft: becauſe he 


that victh ſuch deceipts , takerh 
ſecretly of his neighbours more 
then 1s dvc. Secondly, al v(uries, 
which are made by lending of 
money with coucnant , that 1t 
Shal be reſtored with ſomething 
more. And thelc arc reduced to 
roberie , becauſe he that rakerh 
viuric, exaceth manifeſtly more 
then he hath lent. Thirdly , al 
the damages which arc done to 
our neighbour, chough he that is 
the occalio therof ,gainc nothing 
| therby., 
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therby. As when one burneth 
an other mans houſe. And this 
1s reduced {omrimes to theft ,and 
lomerimes to roberie, according 
as the harme 1s done ſecretly or 
manifeſtly. Fourthly,he that pay- 
eth not thathe is bound to pay , 


' finneth againſt this comman- 


dement, as much as if he should 
ſteale, in that he Kepeth an other 
mans goods againlt the wil of 
the owner. Fiftly , he ſinneth 
againſt the ſame commandem&t, 
and commirteth thetr , that fin- 
deth anie thing, that an other 


. 


hath loſt, and takerh it for him 
{clf. I ſay, that an other hath loſt, 
becaute it is not finne to take 
that which belonged rono bo- 
dic. As precious ſtones which 
ſometimes .are found by the ſca 
{1de. Sixtly, it is reduced to theft 
or to roberie,, when one appro- 


priatcth to kim {clfe , anic ay 
whic 
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which is common . For he thar 
doth appropriat things that arc 
common , depriueth the comu- 
nitic of ſuch things as belong ro 
the whole bodic. 

S. I defire to know, if theft be a 
great linnc? 

M. Al mortal ſinnes may be cal- 
ledgreat, for that they depriue 
a man of ctcrnal life : bur theft 
hath chis propertie, thar it bring- 
eth greateſt cuils with it : for we 
{ce that Iudas by the cuſtome he 
had to ſtcale, appropriating to 
him ſelfe, that was geuen him, 
for the common vie of our Lord, 
& his holie Apoſtles, it brought 
him in the end to betray his 
owne moſt holie Maiſter . And 
we ce dayly that robbers ſtick 
notto kilmen , whom they ne- 
ner did {ce before, and ro whom 
they haue no hatred nor;enmirie, 
only tor deſire to take from them 
that 
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that more or leſſe which they 
carrie about them. And God 
permitteth thar commonly thoſe 

which take from other men, 
enioy itnorlong. As it fel, to "i 
das, who hanged hymſclf, and al 
theues ordina rily fal into the 
hands of iuſtice.

M. Hitherto hh Genne ſpoken 
of iniurics , which are commit- 
red againſt our neighbour in ' 
dedes, now folow the iniuries 
which are done by wordes. 
And therfore the eight comand- 
ment forbiddeth falſe Witncs, 
which is the moſt principal in- 
tarie , that is committed with 
wordes. 
| S. I would know, whether it 
be 
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be againſt this commandement, 
when one ſpeaxcth thar is falle 
without harme to anie man? 

M. One may ſpcake that is falſe, 
three mancr ot wayes. Firſt with 
damage ro ourncighbour,as whe 
one acculcth an other before the 
juſtice, thar he hath ſtolen or kil- 
led, or the like, Knowing that it 
15not true. And this is a wicked 
and pernicious lie. Secondly , to 
helpe or excuſe his ncighbour, 
as when one telleth a he to faue 
an other from {ome danger. And 
this is called an officious lie. 
Thirdly , when one telletha lice, 
withour cither harming or hel. 
ping anie man. And this is called 
an idle lie. The firſt of theſe three 
manners, is properly forbidden 
by this commandement, becaule 
Itisnot only a falſe teſtimonie, 
bur yniuſt alſo , and a moſt gree- 
uous finne. The other two ma- 
ncrs 
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ners albeit they containe nor al- 
wayes iniuſtice, and are not fo 
greeuous ſinnes , as the firſt, yer 
they are alwayes ſinnes , at the 
leaſt yenial . For that a lie ought 


notrto be told for anic thing in 


the worlJ]. 
S. Doth this precept containe 
anie thing , behdes the prohidbi- 
tion of alic ? 

M. It containcth the prohibitt- 
on of three other finnes , which 
are committed by the rongue, 
and in ſome {orre are reduced to 
falſe witnes : which are, Contu-._ 
melic , Detraction , and Cutling, | 
S, What is meant by Contume- 
he ? 

M. A contumelic is an inturious 
word , {poken tO dishonour Or 
Ciſcredite our neighbour . As 
if one ſay to an other, that he is 
wWnorant, or of litle wit, baſc, 
infamous, or the like. And that 
chis 
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this is a great finne, being ſpoken 
with an 1nturious meaning , out 
Sauiour declarcth in the holie 
Goſpel, where he faith, that he 
that calleth his brother foole, 


' Shal be guiltic of hcl fre... I ſaid 


when it is ſpoken with an imiu- 
rious mind, forwhce it is {ſpoken 
inicſt, orto admonish, or cor- 
rect , as ſomctimcs a father ſpea- 
keth to his child, or a maiiter to 
his ſcholar , without meaning to 
Iniunc him , then jt is not contu- 
melic, nor anic fſinne, for the 
moſt part, but ſomerimes it may 
be a venial ſinne. 

S. V Vhar is derraction? 

M. Detraction is to take away 
the fame of our neigh5our, in 
{ſpeaking euil of him. And this is 
We ether by ſpeaking il fallly, 
or by eclling ſome euil thar is 
true, but was ſccret. V Vherby 
our ncighbour loſcth the good 
name 
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name which he had with them, 
who did not know his ſinne 
before . And this derrattion 1s 
a very frequent finne amongſt 
men, and very greeuous and dan- 
| gerous, becaule a mans name is 
' more worth then his goods, and 
by ſome ir is more eſtemed then 
life it ſelfe. And therforeir is a 
great wrong to make them loſe 
it. And wheras it is an eafie thing 
ro find remedie for other loſles, a 
good name whenit is loſt, is nor 
 recouercd without great difficul- 
tie. And beſides al this, he thar- 
by his detraction, hath taken ir' 
away,is bound to reſtore it, Wher 
fore it is a moſt profitable coun« 
ſayl, ro ſpeake wel alwayes of al 
men , when it can be done with 
eruth, and when it can nor, then 
co be lilenr. 
| S. V'Vhar meaneth curſing? 
M. Malcdiction or covag is 
| WACK 
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when one curſcth his neigh. 
_— as by ſaing , curſed be he; 

r by vttcring, other {ortes of 
malediics againſt him,as ſaying; 
ſuch an cuil , or ſuch an one take 
thee. And this curling is a moſt 
greeuous finnc , whe iris ſpoken 
with harrcd , and with dclire 
that ſuch euils come vnto his 
neighbour in earneſt. Bur when 
itis done Without hatred or cull 
delire, as in icſt, or to make ſport 
or ypon ſome ſodayn dildayn , 
without regard to that he ſpea- 
keth, iris lefle euil; yer iris for al 
that, alwayes cuil ; for that from 
the mouth of a chriſtian , who is 
the ſonne of God by a adoption , 
nothing ought to paſſe bur bc- 
nedicton.

of adulrerie , to giue vs to vnder- 
ſtand , that thcſe two are diuers 
ſinnes. 

S. It ſemeth that in this com- 
mandement the deſire of adulte- 
ric, which a womam commit- 
reth with the husbid of an other 
woman is not forbidden;bur on- 
ly the deſire of adultcrie , which. 
2 man. commitreth with the 
wite of an other man, ſcing it 
is ſaid , thou hal not delire thy 
neighbours wife, 

M. Itis not fo. But the dehire of 
adulteric is forbidden as wel of 
a woman, as of a man , for albcit 
tis aid, thou shalt nor delue thy 
nceigh= 
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neighbours wife : yer that is ſpo. 
ken vnto the man , is vnderſtood 
to be ſpoken allo ro the woman: 
ay in the man as more no. 
ble, is contained alſo the wo. 
man. And beſides, cucric one 
knowcth that the adulteric of a 
woman, is more infamous, at 
leaſt in the ſight of the world, 
then of a man, as the honeſtic &| 
Shamfaſtnes, is alſo morc com« 
mended ina woman, then ina 
man , Seing, then it is forbidden 
to a man,tv deſire an other mans 
wife,withour doubt ir is alſo for- 
biddcn to a woman , to deſire an 
other womans husband. 
S. You haue ſaid before, that 
where adulteric is forbidden, 
al other carnal finnes are alſo for 
bidden. I deſire to know whe- 
ther the ſame be vnderſtood of 
the deſire. 
M. There is no doybt at as 
ut 


| be noconſenr of the wilto ſuch 
a delire ? 
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bur that when tho defire of adul-. 
teric is forbidden , the deſire alſo 
of fornication, and of al other 
dichoneſties, is vnderſtood ro be 
forbidden, for that the ſame rca- 
ſon is of al theſe linnes. 

S. I would knowe , whether 
eucrie deſire of an-orber mans 
wife bc ſinne , although there

S. V Vhat meancrh fatifaRtion? 
M. That the: ſinner hane pur= 
ole to do penance, and thertore 
S muſt willingly accept thar pu- 
nishment which his ghoſthe fa- 
ther shal appoint him | , and per- 
forme ir with {peede , cofiderin 
that God doth him moſt high fa- 
uour, in pardoning him the crer- 
nal painc of hel, and is contented 
with a ecmporal paine much leſle 
then his linnes hanc deſerued.

in this life, or in Purgatorie. The 
ſecond , that the good workes 
which we had wrought , during 
the time we were in grace, and 
werc loſt by ſinne, are reſtored 
to vs by meancs of this Sacra- 
ment. The third is, that we be 
lofled from the band of Excomu« 
nication,it perhaps we wcre rticd 
therwith . For you muſt Know 
that Excommunication 1s a moſt 
greeuous punishment, Which 
depriueth vs of the prayers of ho ' 
he Chutch , of lawtullyreceuing 
the Sacraments, likewile of con- 
uerſing with faithful people, and 
finally of holic burial. And from 
is ſo terrible a punishment,we 
alc

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are dehuered ordinarilyin the Sa- 
crament of Penance, by the abſo- 
luciowf a Prieſt hauing authoririe 
of the Pope or of S Bishop. 
Albcir ſometimes this abſolution 
from Excomunication , may alſo 
be geucn, without the Sacramer, 
by the Prelate , yeathough he be 
noPricſt.

S. How often is it neceſlaric to 
confeſle Sacramentally?

not the law of God. And by I 
w 


- — 
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law of God is not only vnder. 
ſtood, thar which hc hath geuen 
by himſclfe , as the renne com- 
mandmcnrs arc, but that alſo, 
which he geneth vs by his Vicare 
in carth,the Pope his Holines, & 
other ſuperiors, as wel ſpiritual 
as temporal: becaule al are the 
miniſtcrs of God, & haue autho- 
ritic from him. Thirdlyis requi- 
red, that committing , or omit- 
ting be voluntaric: for whatloc- 
ucr is done without conſent of 
the wil, is no ſinne. As for exame« 
ple, if one blaſpheme when he 
fleepeth , or hath nor the vie of 
realon , robably knowerh 
not, that ſuch aword is blaſphe- 
mie: in ſuch acaſc a man finnerh 
not: becauſe there is no conſent 
of the wil.

M. Original linne is that in which 
weare borne: and ir commerh 
vnto vs by ſucceſlion from our 
firſt Father Adam .- For you 
haue to know , that when God 
made the fhrſt man , and the firſt 
woman, called Adam, and Eue, 
he gaue them (euen gifres . Firſt 
he gaue them his grace, by which 
they were iuſt, and the frends of 
God, and his adopred children. 
Secondly he gaue them. great 
knowlege , how ro dowel and 


to shunne cuil. Thirdly he gauee=— 


them obeditce of the flesh to the 
ſpirit,thatit should nor be moued 
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ro vnlawful deſires againſt reasG, 
Fourthly he gaue them prompr- 
nes & great facilitic to do wel, & 
to flic euil, & but one moſt cate 
comandement to obſerue . Fittly 
he freed them from al labour, & 
feare. For the earth broughtforth 
fruites {ufhcicr for mans life of it 
ſelfe:neither was there anie thing 
that could hurt man. Sixtly he 
made them immortal, that is,that 


they had not ſinned Senecnthly he 
would aftcr ſome time haue traſ- 
lated them into Heauen, to ſuch 

an ercrnal and glorious life, as 
Angels haue. But the firſt man & 
woman, inucigled by the diuel , 

did not oblerue that command- 
ment, and fo they linned againſt 
God, and therby loſt thoſe teuen 
ou giftes,which I ſpoke of.

The o- 
ther , that it be with ſul conſent 
of the wil. For when cither of 
theſe rwo thinges is wanting : it 
is not mortal but venial. And a 
ſinne 1s then laid to be againſt 
charitic, when it is againit the 
law, ina matter of wcight, as 
when itisa ſufhcicnt offence to 
breake frendship : but when it is 
in a {mal marter, ſuch as ordina- 
rily breaketh not frendship : it is 
not then againſt charitic : bur is 
laid , not to be according to cha- 
ritic. And ſo ſuch as commonly 
breaketh frendship, is againſt the 
law, becaulc it is againſt charirie, 
which is the end ofthe law: ſuch 
as comonly breketh nor fredship

is not againſt the law , bur not 
according to the law , becauſe it 
is not againſt charitie , bur nor 
according to charitic. Take an 
example : to ſteale a great quan- 
titic of money, is a mortal finne? 
becauſe it is againſt the law of 
God,bcing in amarrer of weight, 
& in the iudgement of moſt men 
ſufficient to breake frendship, & 
ſo is againſt charitic: bur ro ſteale 
a farthing, ora pinne, or a like 
thing, is not a mortal ſinne, but 
avenial, becauſe it is ina (mal 
matter: which although ir be nor 
according to charitic, yet it is not 
againſt charitie : becauſe iris nor 
a thing that in reaſon can breake 
fredshipp. In like maner we may 
ſay of being voluntarie . For 
when a thing is againſt the law, 
in a matter of weight, and fully <- 
voluntaric, it 1s a mortal finne: 
bur if it be not fully yoluntarie, 
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as if one hanea thought, or a” 
ſodaine defire to ſteale, or to kil, 
or to blaſpheme , and preſently 
perceiucth his error, before he 
fully conſent with his wil, it 1s 
only a venial {inne.
